Again, there are two classes of 
ersons—the simple-hearted, untutored, com- 
aonplace person; the man of ordinary ability 
nd average capacity. On the other hand, the 
uperior person, the man of ten talents, of 
xtraordinary ability and capacity. The first 
s represented by the shepherds.

road than that of the emotional man. The 
one leaps quickly to conclusions. The other 
arrives by a slower process. Yet the road 
does not matter so much, but what one comes 
to at the road’s end. God suits the purpose of 
His revelation to the capacity each man pos- 
sesses. He meets men on their own level and 
leads them by the paths that are familiar. He 
does not send a song to the Wise Men nor a 
star to the shepherds. To do the first were 
futile. To do the second were foolish. God 
gives His song to the shepherds, His star to 
the Wise Men. 

Throughout the long ages, God has been 
singing song's to men or lighting stars for men. 
He who made us knows our nature. He has a 
way for the heart and a way for the head. He 
does not blunder in their case whose faith is 
untutored, whose love is simple. God sends 
these a song. He is not baffled by those who 
come inquiring, demanding evidence for the 
things they have heard. To these God sends 
a star. And why such pains on God’s part 
with men? Is not the reason in this, that 
“God is not willing any should perish, but 
that all should come to a saving knowledge of 
Himself through Jesus Christ, our Lord.” 

The Christ of Christmas is the Christ of all 
men. Whether one belongs in the category 
with the simple-souled shepherds or is counted 
in the company of the learned Wise Men;

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A CHAINED BOOK

We can accept the statement that this pre- 
cious book was chained to a given place at one 
time, because authentic history tells us so, but 
we find it difficult to believe that men who 
understood its message could refrain from 
spreading that message to all about them, as 
God meant it to be sent forth. Yet, today, we 
find this precious legacy, not chained in actual 
position to keep others from carrying it off, 
but chained by forgetfulness and negligence. 

A dusty Bible, a spotless, unthumbed Bible, 
a diligently wrapped Bible, a carefully packed 
Bible—all condemn us. A well-known Scrip- 
ture not lived; a Scripture unknown through 
negligence and indifference, are both a sort of 
jury and judge combined. 

The chained Bible of the Middle Ages, as 
also the untranslated Bible of a priestly class 
desiring to maintain the secrets of their cult 
for their own profit or authority, are alike the 
condemnation of a church which refuses to 
give to all that which rightfully belongs to the 
common man, the Bible—‘‘the most demo- 
eratic book in the world.” 

A Bible enjoyed as a divine blessing in a 
home, a church, a land, but not sent forth to 
others to know is a condemnatory Bible. Many 
homes and churches are doing far less to send 
forth the teachings of the Bible that has 
blessed them than was true even fifty years 
ago. 

Examine the statistics made public in a 
little monthly leaflet, ‘“Presbyterian Progress,” 
published by the Presbytery of New York. 
Here are some statistics— 

Fifty years ago, back in 1885, there 
were 41 Presbyterian churches in New 
York City; today there are 61. Fifty 
years ago, the average gift of each 
church member to our Mission Board 
was $11.91 a year. Today the average 
church member gives for this same 
work, not $11.91, but $4.89 a year—a 
decrease of 140%. 

Is not that an indictment of our churches 
and church membership, which the oncoming 
generation can hardly be expected to condone? 
The Bible is ours to enjoy; yes. The Bible is 
ours to live; yes. The Bible is ours to GIVE, 
as a result of the first two. 


Can We Break the Chains? 


The Bible does not need our defense; it is a 
self-propagating instrument. All it needs is 
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an introduction, and it will accomplish thi 
which God sent it to do. The Bible is a chs 
lenge to every man who owns one, to eve 
man who studies one, to every man who kno» 
its message. Can we accept this challeng: 
First to live it, and then to give it? True, v 
need to unchain it from our indifference, o¢ 
dusty book shelves, our storage trunks, am 
packing boxes—and we need to unchain son! 
of our carefully guarded and little used know 
edge of the ten commandments and the Se 
mon on the Mount and let this go to work 

our everyday lives. Can we accept this cha 
lenge and allow ourselves to be made ine 
actual, living Christians?

Matthew, merely for the promise that you wi 
read it. You can secure the whole New Test 
ment in this manner. 

Giving out samples of BIBLE-LIVING 
our own lives, so that others may profit doub: 
by our giving, is still more necessary—that 
what the individual churches should practia 
living Bible training before children, befo: 
adults, until lives are leavened with Goa 
Word.

tions and translations; in experience and intui- 
tions; through literature and through aspira- 
tions after God; through scholarship and faith- 
ful living of the common man; through states- 
men, kings, capitalists, fanatics and partisans. 
With labor, suffering and death, predicated on 
the certain knowledge of God’s love, has this 
inheritance been placed in our hands. The 
Bible, God’s Word.

It has been said that ‘‘There exists today no 
eans of influencing the masses more potent 
an the cinema.” The truth of this state- 
ent cannot be challenged, and whether 
inisters are lukewarm in their attitude to- 
ard motion pictures or out and out opposed 
them, the fact remains that a large percent- 
re of church members are attending them 
gularly. We therefore cannot ignore them; 
yr does preaching against them have any 
ypreciable effect. Whether we approve of it 
-not, members are attending and are being 


for the church to exert its every influence to 
see that motion pictures of a high moral type 
are produced and to support them wholeheart- 
edly as they are released. 

The motion picture producers are business 
men. They are in business to make money. 
They are only too willing and anxious to pro- 
duce the type of pictures which the public will 
support. It is the law of supply and demand. 
The motion picture producers will supply what 
the public demands, and the church can play a 
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big part in increasing the demand for the 
better type of pictures; but this will only be 
effective if reflected in the receipts at the 
theatre box offices. The church has two dis- 
tinct obligations to fulfill: First, to co-operate 
with the motion picture producers in every 
possible way which will tend toward the pro- 
duction of pictures of a high moral influence; 
and second, to urge their support at the box 
office. Since we cannot prevent our members 
from attending and being influenced by mo- 
tion pictures, it is certainly logical that we 
should do everything possible to make this in- 
fluence an influence for good. 


Demoralizing Pictures 

As far back as 1927 the motion picture in- 
dustry recognized the great influence they 
were wielding on the public and they adopted 
a resolution to exclude from pictures profan- 
ity, nudity, drugs, white slavery, sex, ridicule 
of the clergy, and willful offense to any na- 
tion, race or creed. They further agreed that 
special care should be exercised in the manner 
in which the following subjects were treated: 
the use of the flag, international relations, 
arson, the use of firearms, theft, robbery, 
brutality, murder, smuggling, third-degree 
methods, actual hangings or electrocutions, 
sympathy for criminals, sedition, cruelty to 
children and animals, the sale of women, rape, 
first-night scenes, seduction, marriage, exces- 
sive or lustful kissing, etc., etc. This early 
effort to effect proper and voluntary regula- 
tion was not effective to any great extent be- 
cause it did not receive public support. Pic- 
tures made with little or no attention to the 
terms of this resolution received wide accept- 
ance on the part of the public while pictures 
made with a sincere effort to abide by this 
resolution were “box office flops.’”’ Yet, the 
need for self-regulation was so great in the 
minds of some of the producers that in 1930, 
the industry went a step farther and bound 
themselves together in what was known as 
“The Production Code.” 

This code during the first four years follow- 
ing its adoption—from the spring of 1930 
until the summer of 1934—failed to accom- 
plish the measure or regulate the product 
needed. There are several reasons for this, 
but the principal one was that there was not 
sufficient pressure and support of public opin- 
ion to encourage or compel the industry at 
large to conform to the letter and the spirit of 
its regulations. There was a lack of adequately 
crystallized recognition on the part of the 
public of the need for effective and thorough 
regulation. A great part of the public was 
thoughtlessly satisfied or indifferent. During 
this period many pictures appeared which were 
of decidedly low moral standard. 


Legion of Decency 
What had been for several years a wide- 
spread and smouldering dissatisfaction with 
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the moral and social influences of motion py 
tures was whipped into a flame of protest 
a campaign launched under the direction 
the Catholic Bishops of the United States : 
the spring of 1934. The Catholic campaign : 
which several other religious and social grow 
lent co-operation bore the title ‘The Legit 
of Decency.” An immediate effect of this ca: 
paign was the organization of public opinii 
into an insistent demand for improvement : 
the moral character of films. It was ma: 
plain through various means and methods th 
millions of American citizens willed that har1 
ful influences in films should be curbed az 
eradicated. This weight of public opinion 1 
the motion picture industry to apply the Pr 
duction Code in a spirit and with a determin 
tion not previously experienced. 

The improvement in the moral character ° 
motion pictures during the past three yea 
has been noticeable and it is a credit to ti 
industry that they were equipped and willii 
to act as soon as they were assured of pubt 
support. Pictures have been growing stead! 
better and backed by public opinion such p¢ 
tures as “Green Pastures,” ‘“Magnificent Ci 
session,” ‘The Lost Horizon,” etc., have bes 
among the heaviest grosses at the theatre bi 
offices. We do not claim that they are pe 
fect and that nothing objectionable ever 3 
pears, but on the whole the moral tone of 
pictures is higher and will continue to improt 
as long as this type of picture is supporte 
When an outstanding picture is released basi 
on Christian concepts of morality and ethii 
it should receive the strong support of t 
clergy and should be recommended to thei 
members. This will be of material aid in ma 
ing a financial success, thus assuring the ca 
tinuation of this type of film. There are st; 
pictures being made which for one reason 
another cannot and should not be recor 
mended; but the number which can and show 
be recommended is increasing. Human natur 
being as it is we suggest that the individu 
pastors make no reference to those pictum 
which they cannot recommend but confii 
themselves to the recommendation of partia 
larly noteworthy films. We would furth 
suggest that the various church publicatio 
and the individual bulletins of each of o¢ 
churches carry a list of ‘Recommend 
Films.” Especially noteworthy films should 
given a short review and members should 
urged to see them. Exhibitors will book mo 
and more of these better pictures if they c: 
be assured of church support and the py 
ducers in turn will make more pictures of tl 
type if they can be assured that the exhibita 
will book them. In other words, it is old Jo‘ 
Public who determines what kind of pictun

After months of diligent search, the idea of a Carillon for 
The First Methodist Temple was suggested—and Mr. Turner 
saw in it the perfect answer to his problem. Here was a living 
Memorial which would forever keep alive the memory of his 
As the first Carillon to be installed in Chicago’s 
Loop, it would quickly become a civic asset; and as the ‘‘voice”’ 
of a world-famous Methodist edifice, it would be a daily inspira- 
tion to noble thoughts and deeds. Appropriate, too, was the 
fact that its song would ring out over the district in which the 
first Turner home had been built. 

With these thoughts in mind, it is easy to understand the deep 
sense of contentment that came to William E. Turner when, on 
Easter morning, the Turner Memorial Chimes played their dedi- 
catory program. The Carillon—the largest of the tubular bell 
type ever built—is an American product, designed and con- 
structed by J. C. Deagan, Inc.

In the realm of sport an enthusiastic spirit 
revails, while in the church enthusiasm is 
ften lacking. We do not need to be boistrous, 
ut there is certainly a place for Godly enthu- 
iasm in the work of the Church. There are 
ertain phrases often heard on the gridiron 
rhich may have an application to the church.

organizations, its leaders. One cannot be a 
booster and a knocker at the same time.

The church needs 
voices of encouragement instead of criticism. 
When the members of the church stand be- 
hind the pastor, the Sunday School Superin- 
tendent, presidents of other organizations, and 
various leaders, things are sure to go. Observe 
also that enthusiasm is catching—like small- 
pox. Of course a few people are immune, but 
most people find it contageous. The only ex- 
ceptions are found among those who have been 
inoculated with prejudice, envy, or some other 
such things. If we are enthusiastic enough in © 
our religious life to “talk shop” when we meet 
with people during the week, it will surely have 
weight with them. 


2. The Pep Squad is ‘‘There.”’ 


It is there when the game begins, and stays 
till the last whistle blows. We need the same 
faithfulness in the church. When the church 
doors are open, its ardent supporters should be 
there to encourage by their attendance. No 
one boosts by being absent. 


3. “Talk It Up.” 

There is nothing like it to give people the 
“winning spirit.”” When a team has been scored 
on and there is danger of letting down, you 
have noticed how they talk up the game. One 
voice encourages another, and the boys may 
sweep across the field to certain victory. And 
in the church, instead of grumbling about ex- 
isting conditions, we need the voice that “talks 
things up.” 


4 “Get into the Game.” 

The fellows who warm the bench do not win 
the struggle. If we want our church to move 
forward, we must get into its work and help 
push things along. Enthusiastic, whole- 
hearted, church-going, trusting, praying, hard- 
working church members can do wonders for 
Christ and his church. And the church that 
pulls together and works together is sure to 
win.—Rev. George F. Johnson, Greenville,

us once more, repeat those words with 

no slackening in the triumph of our 
tone? What of the forces opposed to Christ? 
Are they growing or waning? After two thou- 
sand years of Christianity, can we say that 
modern civilization is worth preserving? 

For the human race, as a whole, the birth 
of Jesus is looked upon as the watershed of 
the world’s history, the Great Divide—as hav- 
ing been the beginning of a new era, a great 
and glorious era. The forces of actual opposi- 
tion, in that sense, have struck their last blow. 
“They are dead that sought the young child’s 
life.’ 

That is one reason why Christmas Day is 
still the one day which we could least spare 
from the calendar of the year. 

That is why, for us, the story of the birth of 
Christ never grows old, the story of the Star 
of Bethlehem, the shepherds, the wise men, 
the angelic choir, and the new-born babe in 
the manger. 

The great mystery of the Nativity, and the 
part it plays in the scheme and plan of human 
redemption, have been accepted for centuries, 
by both learned and simple—the joyous won- 
der of the cradle as the perfect prelude to the 
tragic wonder of the Cross. 

For devout Christians the world over, Christ- 
mas Day is the first day of the Christian year. 
But there are other facts and circumstances 
which prove to us that even yet Christ’s ene- 
mies are not all dead. 

Christian doctrine is questioned as strenu- 
ously as ever. The Christian Church is spoken 
of slightingly. Organized religion is severely 
criticized. Christian conventions are repudi- 
ated, often with scorn. And yet, many who 
reject Christian doctrine exalt Christ Himself: 
the critics of the Church base their criticism 
mostly upon an alleged forgetfulness by the 
Church of her Lord. From every rank and 
condition of men, from every school of thought, 
there comes a call for a fuller realization of 
Christ’s precepts and a closer following of 
His example. It is to Him—Jesus of Nazar- 


Cis we, with the Christmas season upon 
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eth, the lowly peasant of Galilee—that tk] 
eyes of men are wistfully turned. 


There is no necessity to exaggerate the faa 
of the world’s reverence for Christ and iti 
rejection of His Church. It is a sad thing 
that respect for Christ Himself should be conr 
bined with a hostility, sometimes bitter, to thi 
institution which bears His name. It is, how 
ever, something to rejoice in that the Chris 
whom we worship is so greatly honored, eves 
by those whose worship is withheld from Hing 


He has triumphed, and at each returnin¢ 
Christmas Day we are entitled to remembe 
that with joy. Not with gladness unalloyea 
however, for it is a greater victory than tha 
we yearn to see our Master win; but with glac 
ness real and deep nevertheless. We look bacs 
to the Babe of Bethlehem, to the beginning o 
a life which is still sending its vitality throug? 
the world’s activities. This Christ of ours, whi 
fulfills Isaiah’s prophecy—Wonderful, Coum 
sellor, Mighty God, Everlasting Father, Prine: 
of Peace—is more and more “taking the gow 
ernment upon His shoulder,” and giving lawy 
to men. We can, therefore, turn with renewe: 
joy to remember the world’s first Christmas 
morning, the time when this power of Hii 
began. 

But there is a sense in which it rests with ul 
to ntake it true, that Christ’s foes are deac& 
And Christmas brings upon us a renewed cal 
to do it. “They are dead that sought the youn; 
child’s life. 

Is that true of the enemies within our ow: 
hearts, with which from our earliest years w’ 
have had to fight? And if it is not yet true 
shall not the Christ, born anew in us at thii 
Christmas season, find a less determined oppo 
sition from all those un-Christly impulse: 
which have reared themselves against Him’ 
This Christ, who is beating down all othe: 
foes and bringing all the world into submis 
sion to His spirit, how strong or how near té 
death, does He find evil habits within us, whe 
call ourselves by His name? 

Listen to these lines by a seventeenth cen! 
tury mystic: 

Though Christ, a thousand times be born, it 
Bethlehem. 
If He’s not born in thee, 
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hy soul is yet forlorn. 

Che Cross on Golgotha will never save thy 
soul. 

(The cross in thine own heart alone 

Jan make thee whole. 


Not yet—in this sense—is the saying true: 
‘They are dead that sought the young child’s 
‘ife.”’ Nor is it likely to be true, so long as the 
Christian Church and professedly Christian 
rearts, maintain their present indifference. 
As in the days of the infant Christ, although 
hey were dead that sought the young child’s 
ife, yet in the modern heart, indifference as to 
she evils which slay the Christ within, reigns 
n their stead. 

“Dead, the enemies that sought the young 
shild’s life!’’ No, we let them live on and our 
Lord’s warning words become true of us: A 
man’s foes shall be they of his own household.” 
We do not care enough about the defeat of 
She enemies of Christ within us to make it 
Jossible for the Christ to live. Christmas should 
ring us to self-examination, as well as to joy. 
‘Let a man examine himself.” How will 
shrist, the new-born King, find these inward 
oes, as again we remember His birth and 
worship with the lowly shepherds and the wise 
men? Will He see an undaunted army drawn 
Ip against Him? Will he hear a defiant chal- 
enge in His enemies’ battle-cry? Let us this 
Shristmastide ask ourselves these questions, in 
dis sight. Let us make our self-examination 
ind then resolve to follow Him more closely in 
he days to come. 

It is of little use to make the Christmas pro- 
essions and sing the Christmas hymns, there- 
yy declaring that we believe the birth of 
shrist to have been the greatest event in his- 
ory, and then to make it impossible that, in 
ur deepest natures, He should find a place. 


“T have always thought of Christmastime,’ 
wrote Charles Dickens, the arch-priest of 
Christmas, “apart from the veneration due to 
its sacred name and origin—if anything be- 
longing to it can be apart from that—as a 
good time, a kind, forgiving, charitable, pleas- 
ant time.’’ But Charles Dickens went on to 
say: “We must strive to maintain the Christ- 
mas spirit all the year round.” 


We ring the bells and we raise the strain 
We hang up garlands everywhere, 
And bid the tapers twinkle fair, 
And feast and frolic—and then we go 
Back to the same old lives again. 


No! Our past Christmases have been but 
mockeries if that is really the summing up of 
them all. While, therefore, at this festive sea- 
son of the year, our joy and happiness need 
not be one whit diminished, yet the note of 
warning should not be excluded. 

To give God praise with our lips that, for 
us, “‘there is born a Saviour, who is Christ the 
Lord,” and, at the same time, to allow the 
powers of evil within us to “crucify that same 
Christ afresh and put Him to an open shame,” 
surely, that would be the lowest degradation 
to which a man could sink. 

Rather let the Psalmist’s prayer be ours: 
“Search me, O God, and know my heart, try 
me, and know my thoughts: and see if there 
be any wicked way in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting.” 

O Holy Child of Bethlehem, descend to us we 
pray; 

Cast out our sin, end enter in; 

Be born to us, today. 

We hear the Christmas angel, the great glad 

tidings tell, 

O come to us, abide with us, our Lord

ROM one point of view this world appears 
Hc be one huge battlefield. Life every- 
where means conflict. Some thinkers make 
uch of the value and necessity of this strug- 
le. It is the one fact they see in the organic 
orld. War, in the various forms that it takes, 
yey say, can never be abolished. The instinct 
or it lies so deep in the heart of life that it 
an never be eradicated. 
This view cannot be dismissed as wholly un- 
ue. The bracing doctrine that life means 
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struggle, and that advance is only won by 
fighting, is the doctrine of the New Testa- 
ment. God has flung us into a world of stren- 
uous demand. Keep awake, keep moving, keep 
striving, it says to us, or go under. If by peace 
we mean lethargy or luxurious ease, then it 
spells stagnation and ere long death. 


Now when a man says that the fighting in- 
stinct is deeply imbedded in human nature, 
and must find expression, he is quite right. 
But when he uses that fact in order to show 
that war is inevitable, he overlooks the further 
fact that man is not compelled to a blind obe- 
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dience of his instincts; he can appraise them, 
control them, direct them. Is not the whole story 
of man’s advance from barbarism to civiliza- 
tion, and from one stage of civilization to an- 
other, the story of the gradual dominance of in- 
stinct by intelligence? Is it not the purpose of 
education and religion, law and social conven- 
tion, to insure that instinct shall be under the 
control of intelligence? Here is a man who has 
never attempted to murder or inflict bodily 
harm on another. Why? Not because he has 
never wanted to, not because the passions and 
instincts that lead to murder have not worked 
in him, but because he has kept them in leash. 
He has never, since the plundering days of 
boyhood, robbed another. Why? Not because 
he has felt no temptation so to do, but because 
he has learnt to resist temptation. The re- 
straints of law and custom, of moral principle 
and decent social feeling, have combined not to 
kill his natural instincts, but to refine them 
and turn them to higher purposes. 


Instinct Remains: Purposes Change 


It is far harder to cast the devil out of 
humanity than out of a man. Humanity is so 
vast and so infinitely complex. But it is only a 
question of degree. It is not impossible. The 
bed-rock of instinct in human nature is prob- 
ably unchangeable, or changes so slowly as to 
be virtually a constant. In that respect man is 
essentially the same today as he was thousands 
of years ago. But the purposes to which his 
instincts are directed can be, and have been, 
changed. He has the controlling power within 
himself. War is not a necessity. Its roots are 
struck deep both in human nature and in social 
organization, but they can be torn up, and they 
will be when man becomes truly wise. 


Society is cut up into sections in all sorts of 
curious ways. But two of these ways are of 
fundamental importance. By vertical cuts it 
is divided into nations, by horizontal cuts it is 
divided into classes. In both cases there is 
war—war between nations and war between 
classes. International strife is terrible in the 
toll it takes of treasure and life. Industrial 
strife is terrible too in the suffering it causes, 
and more continuous in its operation. We 
want peace in both these fields—peace among 
the nations and peace in industry. 


But what do we mean by peace? Two men 
have quarrelled, and fought each other; but 
now they have parted, breathing eternal en- 
mity. Is it peace because they are not at the 
moment bruising each other? Peace is not 
worth much unless it is settled and abiding. 
So long as nations are armed to the teeth, and 
the shadow of war stalks beside us showing 
that the form is not far away, so long we can- 
not say that real peace has been achieved. 
And so long as classes are organized against 
each other, each waiting an opportunity to 
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score off the other, we have not entered inr 
industrial peace. 

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. To pri 
for a thing is to lift it up to the spiritual plam 
to set it in the light of God’s will. Peace iss 
very big as well as a very beautiful thing, an 
there are many sides to it. We as Christiaa 
ought to make the achievement of peace a ri 
ligious purpose; it should be in our prayer 
and we should see it as an essential part of tl 
Kingdom of Christ who is the Prince of Peac 
We do well to pray for peace, not in the faii 
that God will somehow send us peace in spil 
of our selfishness and wrangling, which is it 
possible; but in the faith that God will mak 
us His agents to spread the peace-spirit in tl 
world. We pay homage to the ideal of peaa 
not insincerely, perhaps—but has peace gz 
into the very fibre of our thinking so that wi 
has beocme “unthinkable” to us. That is whe 
it ought to be. The world must think peace bi 
fore it can create peace. 

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. And sures 
prayer implies effort. I do not want to distil 
guish too closely between prayer and effop 
The old Latin proverb tells us that ‘‘to labe 
is to pray.’’ There is truth in that, but thes 
is also truth in the converse, ‘‘To pray is 
labor.”? When prayer is sincere it prompts 
other effort whenever that is possible. Whw 
we pray for peace have we a deep enous! 
interest in it to attach ourselves to some mow 
ment that makes for peace, to let it influens 
our vote at an election? 

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. Do I ne« 
to say that prayer will temper our own spirii 
The constant temptation of the ardent 1 
former who wants to set the world right is 
become too militant in spirit. Some men stvrii 
for the gentle ideal of peace in the very tex 
per that breeds war. All our fighting must — 
in love. 

Peace is not an element, like oxygen 
hydrogen, but a compound like water thi 
consists of oxygen and hydrogen. It is not: 
single note, but a chord made up of sing 
notes! and the chord will be a discord unle 
the single notes are true. Peace springs out 
justice and freedom. It is not something thi 
we can seek independently; it is rather som 
thing that comes, like happiness, when certa: 
conditions are fulfilled. Any peace will be ho 
low that does not rest on freedom and justic 
It is this fact that makes the quest of peace 
difficult. In international life, unless the r 
tions will cease to act purely from self-intere 
and agree to act fairly to each other, and esp 
cially unless they will recognize the rights 
the backward nations and treat them gene 
ously, there is no hope of permanent peace. 
the industrial world, until readjustments ha: 
been made that will insure justice being do: 
to all, until the excessive power of wealth h 
been reduced, until privileges have bee 
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pread more equally and every child born into 
the nation has been given a fair chance to 
ake good, it is hopeless to expect the strife 
will cease. And the forces in the one world 
eact on the other. So men may quite honestly 
eel that the way to peace is not the way that 
seems direct; that the duty of the moment is to 
fight for some ideal that is prior to peace and 
necessary to it. 

Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. Honest 
prayer may reveal to us the moral grandeur 
and imperative necessity of justice and liberty. 


That is the granite foundation on which we 
must build our Temple of Peace. In the angels’ 
song peace and goodwill are joined. And not 
without reason. There can be no real peace 
apart from goodwill—the will to good. When 
goodwill is in every heart there will be neither 
wars nor rumors of wars; we shall hear no 
more of the strife between capital and labor. 
Then peace shall cover all the earth

THE KEY TO A SPIRITUAL CHURCH 


RALPH £. VALENTINE 


Matt. 16:13-20. 


N article in a recent Harper’s Magazine 
A bore this astonishing title, “God Save 
the Church.” The writer attempted to 
answer three questions: ‘‘Has the church died? 
Is the church dying? Will the church die?” 
God must not have been surprised to be told 
that if he would save the church he must be 
quick about it. That is what he has always 
been told; that is what he has always been 
trying to do. To say that the church has lost 
its spiritual key is to say, not that old forms 
are dying, but rather, that all social better- 
ment has ceased. It is to say that man’s heart 
has ceased to long for God; that kindness has 
disappeared from the world; that Jesus, Paul 
and all who followed them have been mistaken. 
The great church will live. The great church 
has not a single seed of death. If you want to 
know whether the church will live go to the 
highest representative of it, not the lowest. 


I. We Discover the Spiritual Key of Living 
the Great Confession: 

The church is the focus of faith. The church 
ives visible expression to the qualities of love, 
loyalty, sacrifice, service and joy. It is the 
channel for the revelation of the “life of God 
in the soul of man.’”’ The rock upon which it is 
nuilt is the confession of the Apostle Peter. 
Listen to Christ catechizing his disciples along 
she coasts of Caesarea Philippi. 

Jesus asks the question, ‘‘Whom do men say 
hat I, the Son of Man, am?” He wanted to 
snow the people’s sentiments. Some inferred 
hat he was John the Baptist, Elias, Jeremiah, 
yr one of the prophets. Jesus then makes a 
pecific inquiry: ‘But whom say ye that I 
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am?” It is as though he were saying, ‘Can 
any of ye say better?” The disciples had inti- 
mate contact with him. They had been taught 
better. The disciples had been trained to teach 
others. ‘‘Ye are therefore my representatives. 
What think ye?” Peter’s answer was short, 
true, and to the purpose. He said, ‘‘Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the Living God.’”’ The 
people had called Jesus a prophet, but his dis- 
ciples had called him Christ (the Anointed 
One, the Messiah). Jesus had called Himself 
the Son of Man. The disciples owned him to be 
“The Son of God.” 


Christ approved the answer. That answer 
has become the divine charter of the Christian 
church. Take away the rock of the great con- 
fession and the universal church falls to the 
ground. If Christ be not the Son of God then 
Christianity is a cheat, “your preaching is 
vain, your faith is vain, and you are yet in 
your sins.’’ This is the main hinge upon which 
the door of salvation turns. Christ here prom- 
ises to secure and to preserve His church: 
“The gates of Hell shall not prevail against it.” 
Nor against the truth or the church which is 
built upon it. Christ has given unto it “the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven.”’ 


The source of spirituality within a church is 
easily discovered. A congregation which lives 
the truth of the great confession will be a 
spiritual church. 


II. This Key Gives Continual Renewal to the 
Life of Christ’s Church: 

Living this great confession will revive 
spirituality within a church in any age. The 
early church was driven into the Catacombs 
by persecution. Many Roman citizens said, 
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“That’s that; we’ll hear no more of that 
wretched bunch of Christians. But it was out 
of the Catacombs that the church emerged to 
conquer not only Rome but the whole world. 
A dying church is the true conquering church; 
like the death of a seed in the ground, or like 
the death of Jesus on a Cross. A church that 
is always dying shows adaptation to its en- 
vironment which means new life. ‘As dying 
and behold we live,” is the cry of all real life. 
“He that loseth his life shall save it.”’ There 
is no other way. Looking toward the future 
much of the external church must die in sects, 
forms and bodies, divisions. This does not

mean death but larger life. New life out o 
old. 


Ill. This Key Gives the Church a Guarante 
of Perpetual Life: 

The gates of hell can never prevail again) 
this church. A church which gives a living e2 
pression of the great confession will live foo 
ever. Such a church lifts us above ourselves 
above the narrow unhappy circumstances a 
daily living, and is the conscience of the worl 
It bands together a group of people who kees 
the spiritual supreme.

THE PEACE @F GOD 


CLARENCE EDWARD MACARTNEY 


“The peace of God... The God of peace.” 
Phil. 4:7-9. 


HEN we come to a great utterance like 
W\ this, a deep and timeless comment on 
life, it makes a great deal of difference 
who it is that says it. Who is it that tells us 
with the accent of certainty and experience 
that the peace of God shall keep our hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus? It is a voice 
out of a prison at Rome; of a man who has suf- 
fered incredible hardships, persecution, ston- 
ing, shipwreck, hunger and thirst, sickness and 
pain, chains and prison. Yet, St. Paul writes 
to these followers of Christ at Philippi and 
assures them that the peace of God is able to 
keep their hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus. Because it is a man like that who is 
speaking, what he has to say about peace and 
what it can do is worthy of our interest and 
our respect. 


The World’s Lack of Peace 


This is a world of deep unrest. The faster 
the pace of life becomes, the less peace men 
have. Man looks about him on all his creations 
and then sadly asks himself, What does it all 
amount to? Despite all the increased knowl- 
edge of the body and the rules of health, the 
mental and nervous diseases are constantly on 
the increase. Man has exalted the external 
world as of greater importance than the inter- 
nal world. He has left out God, left out the 
spirit; and faith avenges itself on man by 
afflicting him with unrest. 

Not a few Christians are beginning to think 
anew about these great Scriptural sayings on 
the subject of peace. The sigh of the Psalmist 
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is on the lips of not a few: “O that I had thi 
wings of a dove, for then would I fly away anr 
be at rest. Lo, then, I would wander far off, , 
would hasten my escape from the windy storr 
and tempest.” 


After love, peace is the great Christian wor1 
in the Bible. It is the great word of Christia: 
experience and satisfaction. Almost the fire 
word of Jesus was an invitation to peace 
“Come unto Me and I will give you rest;” an: 
His last word was that beautiful promise 0% 
His peace, “‘My peace I leave with you.” 


What the Peace of God Is 


Peace is the gift of the God of peace. Onl: 
God can bestow it. The idea of peace is on: 
that the mind easily takes in. You cannot dé 
serve it or win it by your own efforts, but yor 
can put yourself in the way and in the mood t« 
receive it. Because it is the peace which come: 
from the God of peace, it is not man’s peace 
not his creation or imagination, but fror 
God. If the world cannot take it away, ai 
Christ told us, it is simply because the worl 
cannot give it. 


This peace, of course, does not mean deliv 
erance from all strife and struggle. The one: 
who speak to us the great words about peac: 
have been those whose struggles in life wer 
the greatest; Paul who sends messages of peac: 
out of his dungeon, and Jesus who in wha. 
would seem to be the darkest hour of His life 
with treason, desertion, and crucifixion facing 
Him, bequeathed His peace to His disciples 
Now all this must mean, not exemption fron 
difficulty and struggle in life, but in the mids 
of it the peace of God. 
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low to Secure the Peace of God 


What is the source of the world’s unrest and 
iolence and distress? Only one thing—-sin. 
y sin man is separated and alienated from 
od. In Christ God deals with that separa- 
on and alienation. Christ came as the Am- 
assador of God’s peace. That was what the 
ngels meant when they sang at His birth, 
Peace on earth,’ not political or national 
eace, but the peace of the soul, peace between 
‘od and man. That is the meaning of the 
ross. “He hath made peace by the blood of 
ae Cross.” “Being justified by faith we have 
eace in God.”’ 

That peace is the first and fundamental 
aing. There would be no purpose in talking to 
ou about peace and recommending to you the 
eace of God until you have accepted the peace 
hich God offers you in Christ and have rec- 
nciled unto God. But when that has been 
stablished, that new relationship, the rela- 
onship of reconciliation and forgiveness, 
aere are still new fields and new experiences 
1 the peace of God. 


memies of the Peace of God 


When we listen to great sentences like this 
f Paul, “The peace of God shall keep your 
earts and minds in Christ Jesus,” we hardly 
are to ask ourselves, How much of that peace 
o I possess? This is because of the ravages 
f the foes of the Divine Peace. One of these 
; putting the heart and the emphasis of life on 
nis world, on the external instead of the inter- 
al, on things instead of on the spirit, on our- 
elves instead of on God. When we invest that 
ray in the external world, failure is inevitable. 

Another enemy to peace is the habit of use- 
88 worry about yesterday, today, and tomor- 
ow. When did such anxious thought ever alter 
ne past, ever change the present, or ever illu- 
inate the path of the future? It is as futile 
s it is unChristian. As Christ put it, ‘““Which 
f you by taking thought can add one cubit to 
is stature?” 

Other foes to divine peace are the exaltation 
f self, anger, envy, covetousness, and all 
atred, and evil thinking and evil speaking of 
thers. By none of these malign spirits is the 
pul led into the kingdom of peace. 


“Hard-heartedness dwells not in souls. 
Round whom Thine arms are thrown, 


And dark thoughts fade away in grace 
Like cloud spots in the dawn. 


And often in my deepest thoughts 
When they lie nearest Thee, 

I feel the worst men that I ever knew 
Are better men than me.” 


Helps to the Divine Peace 


If we will not trust God, how can we expect 
His peace? This means that we must relate all 
the events, incidents, duties, trials of life to 
God and to His will. It was after Christ had 
done that in His struggle in Gethsemane, and 
had said, ‘‘Thy will be done,” that peace and 
repose and strength for the Cross came to 
Him. Suppose that everyone of us for a single 
week should make this the rule and practice of 
life, to face every duty and every problem, and 
every relationship, and pass through every ex- 
perience with that thought in our mind, what 
in this is the will of God for me? How would 
God have me speak and think and act at this 
moment? He who does that will know some- 
thing of the peace of God. “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace whose mind is stayed on 
Thee.” 


The other great aid to peace is prayer. “But 
in everything by prayer and supplication let 
your request be made known unto God.”’ The 
result of that trust in God and of prayer, is 
that the peace of God shall keep our hearts and 
minds in Christ Jseus. You have no right to ex- 
pect any of the peace of God without trust, 
without relating all things in life to His will, 
and without prayer, making known your re- 
quests unto God. But if you do that, you will 
know something of the truth of what the 
Apostle says, that the peace of God will keep 
your heart and your mind, 

The Peace of God! That is your great in- 
heritance. Remember that every great thing 
that is said in the Bible by prophet and Psalm- 
ist and Apostle and by Christ Himself, every 
great promise is for you; not for David and 
Isaiah and Paul and John only, but for you. 
It is as if God when He makes those promises 
sees you only among all the multitudes of men. 
Upon you has come the end of the ages! Christ 
said, ‘“My peace I give unto you.” There is 
your inheritance as a Christian! Have you 
claimed it? Will you claim it now?

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THE NARRATIVE OF THE NATIVITY 


AS TOLD 


In the Roman Empire there was the science 
of medicine. Doctors swore the famous oath 
of Hippocrates, which is binding on doctors 
in our own day. Among those doctors was one 
whose name, at the time, was obscure, even 
amid obscurity. From his literary style, it is 
held to be clear that he was a Greek. If so, he 
was one of the many Greeks who, as a prose- 
lyte, had joined the Jewish synagogue. It was 
this association that brought him into touch 
with the Christians, most of whom at that time 
were Jews, and especially with Paul, the great 
Hebrew apostle, who never met Jesus but was 
among His contemporaries. Whether Luke 
himself saw and listened to Christ cannot be 
said for certain. There are those who think 
that his gospel suggests that he was among the 
eyewitnesses. 


For years, Luke, as the earliest of medical 
missionaries, accompanied Paul on his travels 
and shared his adventures, which he described 
in the Scriptural book known as the Acts. We 
see the two men in the little ship from Alex- 
andria that carried Paul to Rome as a prisoner. 
We read how the tornado, still dreaded in the 
Mediterranean, descended on them and drove 
the shattered vessel into St. Paul’s Bay at 
Malta, where, “some on boards and some on 
broken pieces of the ship * * * they escaped 
all safe to land.” 


When Paul awaited martyrdom, he wrote, 
“Only Luke is with me,” and it was Paul who 
rewarded Luke with a title that became im- 
mortal. As “the beloved physician,’ Luke is 
the patron saint of the healing art, whose hos- 
pitals are innumerable. 


Between Matthew and Luke, some have seen 
a distinction. Matthew quoted from the Old 
Testament. He seemed to be facing a certain 
definite audience, his own race. But a physi- 
cian is not concerned with differences among 
races, religions, nations. He deals with the 
universals of health and disease and injury. 

It was to Theophilus that Luke addressed his 
writings, and who was Theophilus? Was he an 
individual? The name means “lover of God,” 
and it may be that Luke had in mind all who 
desire thus to be known. 


Parables interested Luke which others over- 
looked. It is he who tells of the Good Samari- 
tan binding up the wounds of the injured by 
the wayside—the founder of the Red Cross— 
and of the abundant Fatherhood that has al- 
ways a welcome in the heart for the Prodigal 
Son. A doctor’s idea of religion is rescue.

our forefathers, now succeeded by the light 
bulbs of today. Matthew was in position to 
apply the fuller meanings of Jesus’ teaching 
that had been dimly anticipated by Isaiah. 

I. He saw these meanings outlined as to 
human conduct in the Sermon on the Mount. 
No other writer has so fully reported these de- 
tails, Christmas sparkles with ethical pre- 
cepts flashed from the Horns of Hattin; and 
scattered world-wide through the later ages. 


II. Benevolent and humanitarian institu- 
tions over the world show how far the light of 
the Christmas star has penetrated. By way 
of contrast, the thought of Emerson—that 
every great movement is the elongated 
shadow of an individual—is even more emphati- 
cally suggestive, when the symbolism of light 
is used. 

III. The Church with her foreign and home 
missionary enterprises still further elaborates 
this symbolism. Edwin Arnold _ glorified 
Buddha in his light of the world; but he later 
extended and intensified his appreciation of 
the Christmas glow in “Light of the World.” 
The wise men departed from Bethlehem ‘‘an- 
other way” because they had new light on the 
mission and personality of the Christ Child. 
So the light continues to shine and to be re-

Have you ever wondered what becomes of 
he notes which small boys and girls the coun- 
ry over write ever so patiently each Christ- 

mas time, carefully address to “Santa Claus, 
care of the North Pole,” then drop into the 
corner letter box when no one is looking? Do 
the clerks at the local post office sort them 
out and throw them into the wastebasket or 
forward them to the Dead-Letter Office? 

In the great City of New York you might 
think the busy postoffice department would be 
justified in giving them some such hard- 
hearted treatment. At the season when the 
city’s facilities for handling the holiday mail 
load are already taxed to capacity the postmen 
bring in from the city’s mail boxes as many as 
3,000 of these letters. 

None of these is destroyed at once. All are 
forwarded to the inquiry section of the local 
post office where the superintendent examines 
them for needy requests.

Christmastide, 1936, became memorable to 
he employees of the American Chemical Paint 
Jompany at Ambler, a suburb of Philadelphia,

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The butcher, the baker, the grocer, and the 
radio and refrigerator salesmen all shared in 
the happiness of the occasion. Their bills were 
paid in full. Dentists, physicians, and even 
undertakers, received payment for bills long 
overdue. Mortgages, likewise, were paid off. 

Beginning a few days before Christmas the 
paint manufacturer began to talk to his em- 
ployees one by one. He asked them just how 
they stood financially. Then came Christmas 
Eve, which was pay day. Each employee, as he 
went to receive his pay, was told that Mr. 
Gravell would like to see him. Individually they 
chatted with him a minute or two; and then 
they were amazed to receive a check large 
enough to cover the major indebtedness. 
Length of service was taken into considera- 
tion. 

Workers free from indebtedness received 
checks of about one hundred dollars. Even 
temporary employees received ten dollars each. 
Though there were less than one hundred em- 
ployees, yet it cost Mr. Gravell about one 
hundred thousand dollars to carry out his 
benevolent plan. 

The men, said the employer, had made pos- 
sible the success of his business. Furthermore, 
he had found that a debt-free worker was more 
efficient. But such a generous course on the 
part of Mr. Gravell was heralded all over the 


country.
